On Nov. 8 the citizens of Beth- 
el will have a chance to vote on 
several referendum questions, one 

f which will be whether or not 
the Town of Bethel should acquite 
the Bethel Water District. A “yes” 
vote will require that ‘we the 
people” will assume the assets 
and liabilities of the District, ‘The 
Water District now has a Farm- 
ers Home Administration loan in 
excess of $200,000 financed at 5%. 
If the town obtained a loan. to 
purchase the Bethel Water District 
ié would be financed at current 
rates of 9.125% which would be a 
substantial increase for users who 
are already saddled by ote of the 
higher rates in the state, if the 
Bethel Water District is kept self 
sufficient by the cost being pass- 
ed on to the constimer, If we 
“assume the debt” it would be 
done at the same interest rate, 
556, but would have to be 
for a short period of time mean- 
ing the town would have to make 
up the difference in one lump sum 
and the remainder spread over 30 
years, or if the loan is re-writien 
the interest rate would be higher. 
‘The original intent to acquire the 
Bethel Water District, by this re- 
ferendum, was to save money for 
the taxpayer by combining the 
water district and sewer depart- 
ment into one, A feasibility study 
which was conducted this. summer 
showed no substantial saving in 


which he did. Later, the Selectmen: 
ordered a Feasibility Study, Want 
to talk about the cart and the 
horse? A 12 page study with an- 
other 14 pages of attachmetits was 
the result. One of the conclusions, 
the most important one, wag that 
cost savings are negligible, A ma- 
jority of the new Board of Selects 
men that assumed offite last 
March are om record as opposing 
this matter. 

The Bethel Water District serves 
its cistomers well without one 
penny in tax money. Would this be 
the casé if town government as- 
sumed control? The District is in 
sound financial condition and there 
are simply no rate increases need- 
ed in the forseeable future, It is a 
well run business and should be 
left well enough alone.

PASTOR HANSON TO SPEAK AT

Saturday, Noy. 12, at 7 p, m., 
at the ‘Woodstock Elementary 
School, Pastor Linwood Hanson 
will address the Woodstock Histo- 
trical Society on: the history of the 
Bryant Pond Baptist Church, 
where he has been minister for 
over 20 years, No doubt he ‘will in- 
clude the account of some of the 
more recent renovations to ithe 
building in which he has been: in- 
strumental, ; : 

Perhaps appropriately, the Cu- 
rator would: like to note that this 
year marks the 500th anniversary 
of the birth of Martin Luther, who 
began the Protestant Reformation. 
His motto was sola scriptura, so- 
la gratia, sola fide—belief is a 
matter of scripture, grace, and 
faith. It transfofmed the face of 
Western Christendom, He preaich- 
ed a personal relationship with 
God, rejected the sacramental sys- 
tem of the Catholic Church—espe- 
cially the indulgences of the day, 
and wanted to ‘curtail the venera- 
tion of the saints and celibacy of 
the clergy. Much of the New Eng- 
land Puritan Tradition originated 
in such figures as Martin Luther 
and Calvin, and it behooves His- 
torical Societies to study all as- 
pects of religion in Maine, Being 
non-sectarian, they do-not espouse 
any particiular religion, but exam- 
ine each as part of the cultural 
milieu they study. The Soiciety is 
therefore very grateful to have 
the Baptist Chumch represented at 
its meetings and hopes to hear the 
histories of other area :churches 
in the near future. 

Also, the Curator is presently tak- 
ing a cataloging course from Ma- 
ry Valentine at Telstar ‘through 
Adult Education. He previously 
had a course in Library Science 
from Helen Fischer. Along with 
the valuable experience he receiv- 
ed while working at the Moses 
Mason House several years back, 
these courses. will help insure that 
Society artifacts and books are 
properly cared for.
